After an expedition of twelve 
months’ duration Into Papua, 
for iwu months In tbe In¬ 
terior, ihreatensd by head hunters 
sn many occa s ions, and having 
broken new ground In the north¬ 
eastern section of Papus. where the 
Germans never penetrated during 
their occupancy of part of ths Island. 
Dr. Campbell Brown, M.A., B.8c.. 
Ph.D.. who aiTived here during the 
week-end, told of some of hie ex¬ 
periences to The Times. 

Dr. Campbell Brown, st tlie re¬ 
quest of the Australian Government, 
secured a mudate from the l.«ague 
of Nations to heed an expedition. 
For thla purpose he gathered round 
him a staff of men Including a 
bydrographer. a marine products ex¬ 
pert. motion picture photographer, 
an engineer and a wireless man. Dr. 
Campbell Brown Is an expert on rare 
metals, so that the mineral depart¬ 
ment came under hla direct eurvey. 
‘Ttu’ tnatructlona were to examine the 
natural resources of the Interior 
Many Adventures. 

With a home-made vessel, the 
party commenced explorations Into 
ths new territory, of wrhlrh Kaboul 
la the capital. They explored, alto¬ 
gether. both by land and boat, some 
*2.004 square miles and their advea- 
turee were many and varied. 

On one occasion they had pene¬ 
trated 200 miles up stream Into the 
Interior, but when they endeavored 
to get back to ths coast thsy found 
that the dry season had dried up the 
river sufficiently to compel them to 
remain In their isolated position for 
two months. For thla period they had 
nothing to cat but itatlva products, 
ouch as sage, yams, taro and other 
products, apart from some salt hseC.

was proposed to remove the Oan- 
adisn quarantine on British purebred 
eatila in this country.

All those who intend shipping steers 
next Fall should dehorn them in the 
Hpring. ss Scotch cattle breeders 
want the horns off. as they feed them 
in courts.
